John Adams was born a t Q u in­ 
cy, Mass., O ctober 30, 1735 and 
died Ju ly 4, 1826. He w as the son 
of John Adams and 
Su sanna 
(Boylston) 
Adams. 
His 
great 
g ran d father, P eter Adiams and 
eight sons, cam e to this cou nty 
from Devonshire, 
England, 
in 
1636. Of pu re P u ritan stock, of 
the M ayflower kind, he was all 
his life, of a sober, hau ghty dis­ 
position, and it was said of him 
tha t few m en » ever lived, who 
had fewer friendls and m ore ene­ 
mies. His personal tra its were 
m ost u nsociable, bu t a t np tim e 
did any one q u estion his loyalty 
and love of cou ntry. 
In bu ild and appearances he 
was a pictu re of the cartoonist’s 
•John Bu ll,” being short, stocky 
and dogm atic in his views and 
no argu m ent cou ld swerve 
him 
from his conception of rig ht and 
perform ance of du ty. He 
was 
practicing law in Boston 
w hen 
occu rred the “Boston M’assacre” 
and while by birth and training, 
he hated 
the B ritish govern­ 
m ent, yet w hen called on to de­ 
fend the English soldiers, 
who 
participated in tha t bloody and 
cowardly affray, he did so, 
be­ 
cau se ha felt it his du ty, as an 
attorney. For this he was bitterly 
i.ssailed, while 
his patriotism 
was never qu estioned. Adams was 
a 
gradu ate 
of 
H arvard 
and 
ta u g ht school afterw ard. 
His 
paren ts wished him to become 
a m inister bu t he chose the )%w 
and becam e an able lawyer, o ra­ 
tor, w riter and diplom at. 
In 1764 John Adams m arried 
Abigail Smith, daughter o f Rev. 


W illiam Sm ith, a C ongregational 
m inister of W eym ou th, Mass. Her 
grandm other 
was 
Elizabeth 
Qu incy, who throu gh a long line 
of P u ritan ancestors ra n 
back 
to the beginning of Pu ritanism . 
The Adams fam ily w as U n itar­ 
ian and of an an cien t English 
origin. To this u nion were 
born 
three sons and two dau ghters; 
Jo hn Qu incy Adams, the oldest 
son, was bom Ju ly 11, 1767 and 
in 1825 becam e President. And 
here, I m ay say, is the only in ­ 
stance in ou r history, w here two 
m em bers of the sam e fam ily, 
have been so favored. 
Sam u el 
Adams, who w ith Jo hn Hancock 
was declared “ou tlaw ed” w as a 
cou sin of Jo hn Adams. 
The pu blic career of Adams is 
well l.nown. He served in the 
M assachu setts 
legislatu re, the 
C ontinental Congress and d u r­ 
ing the Revolu tion acted as Sec­ 
retary o f W ar, 
served on 
the 
com m ittee, w hich 
d rafted the 
D eclaration of 
Independence, 
and in 1778 was one of the com ­ 
missioners, sent to F rance 
to 
seek aid for the Colonists. 
His 
career as a diplom at is too well 
known to be repeated here. He 
becam e 
vice-president 
u nder 
W ashington, served tw o term s 
and was elected P resident in 
1796. 
D u ring his term , trou ble w ith 
France 
threatened. 
At tha t 
tim e England and France were 
a t -o u ts” and this cou ntry w as 
divided in sentim ent, m any feel­ 
ing, we shou ld side w ith France. 
T he ' reason 
w as becau se she 
helped us during the Rev o lutio n, 


bu t Adam s felt tha t we w ere too 
w eak and had no in terest in the 
A nglo-French 
dispu te. 
The 
P resident w as bitterly censu red 
by the press and j>eople, who op­ 
posed him and, this led 
to the 
passage of the Alien and Sedi­ 
tion Laws. T he activities of the 
F rench m inister, M. G enet, had 
m u ch to do w ith their passage. 
So 
threaten in g 
becam e 
the 
tim es, tha t 
W ashington 
was 
called to take charge of the a r­ 
my bu t the insu lts of the French 
D irectory and the ou trages 
of 
tn e French Navy, soon brou ght 
abou t a change of feeling and 
w ar was averted. 
M any have read of the X, Y, Z, 
papers, bu t not every one knows 
the origin of the term . W hen 
danger threaten ed , Adam s sent 
to F rance three 
com m issioners 
tc bring abou t a settlem en t 
of 
differences. They were, C. C. 
Pinckney, Jo hn M arshall and 
Elbridge G erry. It so happened 
tha t a t the tim e, T alleyrand was 
a t the head of the French Di­ 
rectory, and he refu sed to receive 
them openly bu t appointed se­ 
cretly, three envoys to m eet them , 
and those envoys were n o t know n 
by nam e, bu t referred to by the 
letters of X, Y, Z. These envoys 
dem anded of ou r com m issioners, 
tha t a large su m of m oney be 
paid, to T alleyrand an d others 
of the D irectory, for the privi­ 
lege of revising existing treaties. 
Stu ng to m adness and disgu st 
ou r com m issioners retu rn ed 
to 
this cou ntry and it w as the pu b­ 
lication of their report and the ir 
dealings w ith the French com ­ 
m ittee, w ho were know n only by 
these letters, tha t gave notoriety 
to the tran sactio n and led Pinck­ 
ney to u tte r the fam ou s phrase 
“m illions for defense, bu t not 
one cen t for tribu te.” 
A verting w ar a t tha t tim e was 
the m ost cherished 
act 
of his 
life, and of it Adam s said: “I de­ 
sire no o ther inscription over m y 
grave tha n this: ‘H ere lies John 
Adams, w ho took u pon him self 
the responsibility of the 
peace 
w ith France in . 1800.’ ” 
A dam s’ defeat in 1800 was a 
blow, from w hich he never re ­ 
covered. On the 
m orning of 
M arch 4, 1801, he ordered his 
carriage and 
left W ashington, 
for his hom e in Qu incy, Mass., 
refu sing to atten d Jefferson’s in ­ 
au gu ration and has the 
prou d 
(?) distinction of being the only 
president, we ever had so la ck ­ 
ing in pu blic m anners and 
de­ 
cency to do so. He was the first 
president to occu py the W hite 
Hou se, andi Mrs. Adam s u sed the 
E ast room, in w hich to hang ou t 
lior w ashings, as they had no 
o ther u se for it, bu t it is differ­ 
en t now. , 
L ittle is heard of Adam s u n til 
his death, a fte r he left W ashing­ 
ton. On the day he died, Ju ly 4, 
1826, his rival Thom as Jefferson, 
expired a few hou rs before Ad­ 
ams, and the boom ing 
cannon 
firing a president’s salu te, 
a t­ 
tracted his atten tio n and he e x ­ 
claim ed: “Ah, Liberty day,—In ­ 
dependence forever.” L ater on he 
m u rm u red, “Jefferson su rvives,” 
n ot knowing tha t Jefferson had 
died only a few hou rs before, bu t 
the m an and the day, they both 
had been v so in stru m en tal in 
m aking fam ou s, were the last 
tho u g hts in his m ind. 
It was du ring his ad m in istra­ 
tion tha t the seat of governm ent 
was removed: from New York to 
W ashington. Jefferson w as the 
first president sworn in a t the* 
new capitol. I t w as du ring the 
F rench trou bles tha t “H ail Col­ 
u m bia” was 
w ritten and 
the

IS THE WARNING GIVEN HOUSEWIVES 


“Wash your dishes in 
haste 
and rep ent at 
leisure" is 
the 
w arning 
which m ight 
well be 
sounded to all housewives. 
For 
thorugh 
their 
dish 
washing 
m ethods they can determine to a 
great extent, 
the health 
and 
happiness of the family. 
Most women would rise in in­ 
dignation if the q uestion 
were 
p ut to them bluntly, “Are your 
dishes clean?" **Of course,” they 
would reply, “when I wash my 
dishes I remove all the food p ar­ 
ticles and grease, and they look 
clean when I get through with 
them .” T hat isn’t enough. 
Too 
little consideration is given, as a 
rule, to the fast that, 
through 
contact with the mouth, dishes 
will show the presence of throat 
streptococci, bacteria which are 
responsible for pneumonia, influ­ 
enza, and related diseases. It is 
the removal of these dangerous 
bacilli tha t should be the 
aim 
q f the housewife, as well as the 
removal of visible dirt. 
These facts were brought out 
by dish-washing tests conducted 
at Columbia university. A 
p re­ 
lim inary cleansing should 
be 
given the dishes before they are 
p ut into the dishwater. This mav 
be done by scraping, wiping with 
p aper toweling, or rinsing under 
the tap. Use 
a soapy washing 
w ater which is as hot as 
the 
hands can stand. Renew 
this 
freq uently, w ithout waiting for 
the dishwater to appear actual­ 
ly dirty. Use a rinsing water of 
boiling tem perature, and in the 
case of silver and glassware, 
a 
soapy clean rinse if you 
w ant 
to give them an added shine.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


John Adams was born at Quin- 


cy, Mass.^ October 30, 1735 and 
died .July 4, 1826. He was the son 
of John Adams and'- Susanna 
(Boylston) Adam's. His great 
grandfather, Peter Adams and 
eight sons, came to this county 
from 'Devonshire, England, in 
1636; of-pure Puritan stock, of 
the Mayflower kind, he was all 
his life, of a-sober, haughty dis- 
position, and it was said of him 
that few men *ever Jived, who 
had fewer friends and more ene- 
mies. His personal traits were 
most unsociable, but at no time 
did any one question his loyalty 
and loye of country. 


In build and appearances he 


was a picture of the cartoonist's 
•John Bull," being short, stocky 
and dogmatic .in his views and 
no argument could swerve him 
from his conception of right and 
performance of duty. He was 
practicing law in Boston when 
occurred the ••Boston Massacre" 
and while by birth and training! 
he bated the British govern- 
ment, yet when called, on to de- 
fend, the? English soldiers, who 
participated in .that' bloody and 
cowardly affray, he';did so, be- 
cause he? felt .it his duty, as an 
attorney. For. this he. was bitterly 
assailed, while his patriotism 
ivas' never questioned. Adams was 
a graduate of : Harvard and 
taught'. school • afterward. 
His 


parents wished him to become 
a minister but he chose the >%w 
iind became an.able lawyer, ora- 
tor, writer and diplomat. 


in 1764 JohnrAdams married 


Abigail Smith, daughter of Rev. 


William Smith, a Congregational 
minister of Weymouth, Mass. Her 
grandmother 
was 
Elizabeth 


Quincy, who through a long line 
of Puritan ancestors ran 
back 


to the beginning of Puritanism. 
The Adams family was Unitar- 
ian and of an ancient English 
origin. To this union were' born 
three sons and two daughters; 
John Quincy Adams, the oldest 
son, was born July 11,'1767 and 
in 1825 became President. And 
here, I may say, is the only in- 
stance in our history, where two 
members of the same family, 
have been so favored. Samuel 
Adams, who with John Hancock 
was declared "outlawed" was a 
cousin of John Adams. 


The public career of Adams ts 


.well known. ,He.served -in the 
Massachusetts legislature, the 
Continental Congress, and dur- 
ing: the Revolution acted as Sec- 
retary off-War, served on the 
committee, which drafted the 
Declaration ^-.of 
Independence, 


and in 1778 was one of the com- 
missioners, sent to France to 
seek aid for the Colonists: His 
career as a diplomat is too well 
known to be repeated here. He 
became 'vice-president 
under 


Washington, ^served two terms 
and was^ elected President in 
179B.

'During/ his term, trouble wtth 


France 
threatened. 
At that 


time England :ahd France were 
at -outs" and this country, was 
divided in sentiment, many. feel- 
Ing, we should side wlthiFrance. 
TheT reason was • because ; she 
helped us during the Revolution, 


but Adams felt that we were too 
weak and had' no interest in the 
Anglo-French 
dispute. 
The 


President was bitterly censured 
by the press andjseople, who op- 
posed him and; this led to the 
passage of the Alien and Sedi- 
tion Laws. The activities of the 
French minister, M. Genet, had 
much to do with, their passage. 
.So threatening 'became 
the 


times, that 
"•> Washington was 


called to take charge of the ar- 
my but the insults, of the French 
Directory and the outrages of 
tee French Navy, soon brought 
.about a change of feeling and 
war was averted. 


Many have read of the X, Y, Z, 


papers, but not every one knows 
the origin-^of the term. When 
danger threatened, Adams sent 
to France three 
commissioners 


to bring about a settlement of 
differences. They were, C. C. 
Pinckney, John Marshall and 
Elbridge Gerry. It so happened 
that at the time, Talleyrand was 
at the head of the French Di- 
rectory, and he refused to receive 
them openly but appointed se- 
cretly, three envoys to meet them, 
and those envoys were not known 
by name, but referred to by the 
letters .of X, Y, Z. These envoys 
demanded of our commissioners, 
that a large sum of money be 
paid, to Talleyrand and others 
of the Directory; for the privi- 
lege of revising existing treaties. 
Stung to madness and disgust 
our commissioners returned 
to 


this country and it was the pub- 
lication of their report and their 
dealings with the French com- 
mittee, who were known only by 
these letters, that gave notoriety 
to the transaction and led Pinck- 
ney to utter the famous phrase 
".millions for defense, but 
one cent for tribute." 


Averting war at that time was 


the most cherished act of his 
life, and of it Adams said: "I de- 
sire no other inscription over my 
grave than this: 'Here lies John 
Adams, who took upon himself 
the responsibility of the peace 
with France in.1800.' " , 


Adams' defeat in 1800 was a 


blow, from which, he never re- 
covered. On the 
morning of 


March 4, 1801, he ordered his 
carriage and left Washington, 
for his home hi Quincy, Mass., 
refusing to attend Jefferson's in- 
auguration and has the 
proud 


(?) distinction of being the only 
president, we ever had so lack- 
ing in public manners and .^de- 
cency to do so. He was the first 
president to occupy the White 
House, andi Mrs. Adams used -the 
East room, in which to hang out 
her washings, as they had no 
other use for:it, but it is differ- 
ent now. , ' . 


Little is heard of Adams until 
his death, after he left Washing- 
Ion. On the day he died, July 4, 
J826,:jlis rivalThomas Jefferson, 
expired a few hours before Ad- 
ams, and the booming cannon 
firing a president's salute, at- 
tracted his attention and he ex- 
claimed: "Ah, Liberty day,—In- 
dependence forever." Later on he 
inurmured, "Jefferson survives," 
not knowing that Jefferson had 
died only a few hours before, but. 
the man and the day, they both 
had . been x- so instrumental in 
making famous, were the last 
thqugirts in.his mind.

tion that the seat of government 
vas.removedlrom New Yorfc to 
Washington. < Jefferson was the 
firsts prjesi4ent sworn ,in at the 
new capital.

Mrs. Adams was a noted writer 


of her time and was often and 
for so long at times, separated 
from her husband, that she took 
advantage of her leisure mo- 
ments to write.

Her son, John 
Quincy, is the only one of her 
children who has attracted the 
attention' of the biographer and 
his son Charles Francis, her 
grandson, who will be named la- 
ter.

and then the postoffice will get 
a letter asking why such a parcel 
was acceptsd and then it will be 
up to me to explain. They can 
even hold me responsible for ac* 
cepting things that should not be 
mailed. 
-If I accept -something that 


should not be mailed and. get a 
complaint back here I can't say 
I didn't know what was in it.' 
That is no defense. If I did not 
know what was in a parcel it was 
my business to have asked. And 
if the person wanting to mail the 
parcel refused to tell me, then I 
had no business to accept the 
parcel at all. .
